On motion fur the third reading of the 
bill to ratify the agreement with British 
Columbia, 

I\Ir. (.idil< n spe he brii'ily in opposition 
to the lull, ruviviug his nryuments that 
this would cause n monopoly in coal lands 
and bo a heavy hurdon mi the province, 
lie moved that thu lull bo not read a 
third time, bul that the proposal involved 
important ohanyos in the terms of the 
Union, it be submitted to a direct vote of 
the people. 

Mr. Mitchell said hi' was informed that, 
under thin bill t he control of , the coal 
mines of Vancouver Island would pass 
into the hands of men who controlled the 
tjaha'dian PacitJe and tliu Hoot of Pacific 
steamships. This was a matter affecting 
thu Dominion, and oven the whole Din 
pire, for w ith. ait that coal we could not 
navigate the I'lioiflo. Ho thought these 
facts, if they wore facts, should inaku 
thdm pause before passing the bill. 

Mr! Shakespeare spoke in reply to Mr. 
Gordon and was followed by Mr. hi oilier 
on tho other side, 

Mr. Baker replied to Mr. Ilomor. 

Mr. Blake called attention to the clause 
introduced by Sir Charles Topper regard- 
ing the provisional boundary between 
British Columbia and North West Terri- 
tories. He said that Sir Charles Tupper 
had laid upon the table and had sent to 
him (Mr. Blake) a map which showed tho 
boundary as agreed upon. He was sur- 
prised tins in ip should bo accepted by his 
lion, friends from British Columbia. It 
was his misfortune to have boon mislead 
by this map on a former occasion, Ho 
had often been reminded of that fact. 
After having examined the map on that 
occasion ho was unfortunate enough to 
call the province "a sea of mountains." 
This map was his authority for that ex- 
pression. Turning the map face 
outwards ao that member* could see 
that it looked much like a sea of moun- 
tains, he said 1 understand now that if 
there is any exception to bt talcon to the 
country it is that it is rather too luvel a 
country, and that there is hardly moans 
of proper drainage because there is no 
fall to the rivers. Therefore, how tan we 
accept this map us a proper record, when 
it has been decided for a number of yoars 
that it was not a t rue representation. 
(Laughter.) Sir, I have been this even- 
ing deprived ol one of the cherished ll 
lusions of my youth. I always hoped that 
when 1 came to join the assembly of not- 
ables 1 should find those notablbs walking 
together in brotherly love, bill having 
crime into this groat assembly I find Mr. 
Homer and Mr Shakespeare quarrelling. 
] hope 1 shall find them again united in 
declining to recognize this aspersion upon 
the country from which they come, which 
would be involved in our agreeing that 
the map is ii correct representation of 
British Columbia. Proceeding, he point- 
ed out that this amendment regarding the 
boundary was only to give jurisdiction to 
the courts. Ho askod what provision 
would be made respecting the territory it- 
self as to minerals, timber, etc. 

Sir Chas. Tupper said no special pro- 
vision would be made in that respect. 

Mr. Blake asked if it would bo the 
game as between the Dominion and On- 
tario, o.icli legislature being asked to 
ratify, etc. 

Sir Chas. Tupper said that was the 
idea. 

Sir John Macdonald said the question 
was whether the boundary line was the 
eastern slope of Hockies or the water 
Bhod. Kor present purposes the boundary 
was tile watershed; but Mr. Smithe, pre- 
mier of British Columbia, was here, and 
he had arranged with the government 
thai an exammatii in of oflicials in tho 
Colonial urlices should he made. The 
government would make whatever ar- 
rangement might be necessary with the 
provin.ee, and would ask parliament at its 
next session to confirm that arrangement 
by legislation.

! The scenes in the court room to day 
| were the most exciting yet witnessed in 
| this celebrated trial. As was remarked 
bponeof the attorneys present, "There 
was music in the air." After tho noon 
I adjournment took place General Barnes 
and Judge Tyler were observed in a vio- 
lent altercation, when the former said in 
a loud vaice: "O— d d— n you, get away 
from mo." General Barnes had previous- 
ly stated in tho court that tho witness, 
Mrs. Shawhnti, had received threatening 
letters, and read the following: "Mrs. 
Shawhan: Do not go on the witness stand 
unprotected. Miss Hill swears that if you 
testify against her you shall not leave the 
court alive. [Signed] A Finns n ' Barnes, 
after reading this letter, added; "1 fear 
'hero will be bloodshed before this case is 
■ iscd." 
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A diver, who was onr> of the party 
who worked at a sunken vessel near 
Vancouver's Island, tells in the Port- 
land • Transcript how a comrade was 
enfolded by a devil-fish. He says: "We 
discovered the old hulk in about four 
fathoms. In the crew wore two half- 
breeds from Mexico, who could stay 
under waler, it seemed to me, about 
ten minutes. They wore pearl-divers 
from Panama coast, and when they 
went down they carried a heavy stone 
to sink them, and a rope to make fast 
to anything that they might Bti'l. 

''When the oldest diver slipped over 
we could follow him on the hot o n by 
the air-bubbles. His mate held a 
small life-line that he signalled by. In 
about four minutes the signal came. 
We drew him up. 

"He came aboard with a jump, and 
said that he had hooked on to a cask 
or box, and that as soon as he moved 
it. a great cloud of mud or sand arose 
as if some great fish had moved, and 
thinking of sharks, he had come up for 
his knife. 

"Ho seemed somewhat exhausted, 
and the other man said he would go 
down. Taking a sharp knife in his 
mouth, he was lowered and was soon 
out of sight. After he had been down 
about five minutes, there camo a pull 
on the life line that nearly jerked the 
skipper overboard. 

"We pulled and pulled, until it was 
evident something was wrong, and we 
all gave way hard; and by the way it 
came, we thought the whole wreck was. 
afoul. 

"In half a minute we had Pedro's 
head out of water, but the sight of it 
almost made us drop him back into 
the water. The poor fellow w as almost 
covered with what seemed to be a mass 
of snakes that were twisted all over 
him. 

"The arms and legs of the animal 
writhed about, some around his neck, 
t others around his arms and body, 
i while fastened to his breast was a big 
j bag-like body with a pun' of eyes like a 
Cat's with the same green light you 
see in tli3in in the dark. 

"The skipper and the other diver 
knew that it was a devil fish, and sung 
out for knives. We couldn't get it on 
deck, because three or four- of its arms 
were slung around the bow cable. Tho 
diver lowered himself, and putting his 
knife under the animal, he slit it in 
two. 

"The skipper, in the meantime, w as 
at work in the fore chains, and he rut 
off the arms. Then with a jerk we had 
the man on deck. 

"We had to cut the octopus from 
him piece by piece, and it took us half 
an hour to clear him. The whole ani- 
mal must have weighed two hundred 
and fifty pounds. We put it together 
afterwards on the deck, and it measured 
' from the tip of one arm to the tip of 
j the opposite one, twouty-twp feet."

Otving for Seu-Etf^s. 

The. "sea-eggs are a species of the fam- 
ily Kohinuhe. Diving for them by the 
Fuegian women is one of the most painful 
and dangerous ways of procuring food, as 
they often have to follow it when the sea 
is rough, and in coldest weather. The 
following description is taken from Mayne 
Koid's serial, "Tho Land of Fire," in the 
April St. Nicholas : 

"The savages do not long remain idle, 
—another resource engaging them— a feat 
for which the Fuegan native has obtained 
a world wide celebrity, namely, diving for 
sea -eggs. A difficult, dangerous industry 
it is, and just on this account committed 
to tho women, who alone engage ill it. 
Having dispatched their poor breakfast, 
half a dozen of the younger and stronger 
women take to the canoes— two in each - 
and paddle out to whore they hope to liud 
the sea-urchins. Arriving there, she who 
ia to do tho diving prepares for it by at- 
taching a little .vicker basket toiler hip, 
her companion being intrusted to keep 
tho canoe in place, a ask which is no easy 
one in water so rough as that of tho sea- 
arm chances to be now. Everything 
ready, the diver drops over, head fore- 
most, as fearlessly as would a water span- 
iel, and is out of sight for two or three 
minutes; then the crow- black head ia seen 
bobbing up again, and swimming back to 
tho canon with a hand-over hand stroke, 
dog fashion, the egg gatherer iaya hold of 
the rail to rest herself, while she gives up 
the contents of her basket. Having re- 
mained above water just long enough to 
recover breath, down she goes a second 
time, to stay under for minutes, as be- 
fore. And this performance is repeated 
again and again, till at length, utterly ex- 
hausted, she climbs back into tho canoo, 
and the other ties on the basket and takes 
her turn at diving. Thus, for hours, the 
submarine egg-gatherers continue at their 
arduous, perilous task; and, having fin- 
ished it, they come paddling back to the 
shore. And on landing, they make 
straight for the wigwams mid seat them 
solves by a tiro —almost in it — leaving the 
spoil to be brought up by others.

HEAL ESTATE. 

Nothing is so sensitive to the Hnanaciul 
condition and prospects of :i country as 
real estate, if it is allowed to give its in- 
dications without any false, artificial stim- 
ulus. Property may be held at higher 
rates than immediate conditions warrant; 
but in that case there will bono market 
fur it. It may be forced up to a point in 
a time of excitement tar above that which 
any future prospects may justify; b..t, 
then, the bubble soon bursts and the co- 
laps is attended with evils far greater 
than tho benefits whtoh have arisen from 
temporary fictitious values. Tho most 
recent instance of this is presented in the 
history of Winnipeg, lu regard to Vic- 
toria it may be said that property for some 
years has been held at good rates, though 
thero was little demand for it; and these 
two conditions may have arisen partly 
from "great expectations" combined with 
the uncertain prospects of tho province 
arising from delayed railway construction. 
The actual commencement of railway con- 
struction in the province, although it re- 
vived things somewhat, especially on the 
mainland, did not prove that bonanza 
which many people expected. Tho labor 
employed was largely Chinese, the sup- 
plies were mostly drawn from without the 
province and even much of t lie food used 
was imported directly by the contractors. 
Victoria real estate did not rsspond very 
actively to railway construction on 
the mainland. Something more was 
wanted. The claims of the province for 
delays in railway construction had long 
been an unknown factor in the financial 
condition of tho province; and these un- 
settled claims involved the construction 
of the Island railway. There was also the 
dry dock which, at tho rate it was being 
constructed, promised to bo a wasteful 
burden on the province for a very long 
time. It was apparent that railway eon 
at ruction on the mainland must cease in a 
few years, and men began to ask them- 
selves if t here was any thing to take the 
place of even that slight stimulus. A 
change was necessary, and it was decided 
it, should commence with a change of gov- 
ernment. The government was chnnged 
and the chief planks in the now platform 
were a settlement of the claims of the 
province with the Dominion; getting rid 
of the dry dock, and the promotion of im- 
migration. The men; fact that the policy 
of the late government was to be reversed 
had a hopeful effect; matters began to 
improve, and the recording barometer of 
real estate showed a slight rise. The set- 
tlement resolutions involved the construc- 
tion of the Island railway, the taking over 
of tho dry dock and its completion by the 
Dominion, mid the establishment of a 
system of immigration. In consequence 
of the past experience of the province in 
dealing with the Dominion very g>-eat 
doubt was felt as to whether any such set- 
tlement could ever be ratified, notwith 
standing which, during the two years that 
negotiations were pending, business ini 
proved and real estate increased in value 
until a final {arrangement was arrived at 
' in the form of the bill which lately passed 
both houses without an amendment, in- 
volving all the advantages enumerated, 
giving a certain basis for business men to 
work on and assured general prosperity to 
the province at large. Thus file predic- 
tion of The t'ulonist made mouths ago as 
to the effect of the passage of the Set- 
tlement Bill have been verified. City 
real estate hits doubled in value. The 
only danger now is that real estate may 
become a little too lively; but we are a 
sober people, with a city possessing great 
natural advantages of situation and sur- 
roundings, and it is to be hoped a littlo 
financial exhilaration will do us no harm, 
and that with more than one example of 
the rusults of undue inflation before us 
we shall not fall intolike errors. At present 
our prospects are not only excellent but 
have, what is not often the case with pros- 
pects — a solid backing, and with the com- 
mencement of the Island railway con- 
struction a great revival in business en 
terprise and speculation is looked forward 
to. The country, meanwhile, is filling up 
— an excellent class of immigrants aro ar- 
riving by every steamer, and their gradual 
introduction into the country is a great 
advantage, as they can be more readily 
assimilated. The government meanwhile 
should, as far'as possible, see that a goodly 
share of tho agricultural portion of those 
immigrants arc located along the Island 
railway, wherever the nature of the land 
will permit it. The immigrants so placed 
would thus develop the country in the 
vicinity of the railway, and at the first 
start might, also have the benefit of any 
labor it affords while gradually bringing 
their own lauds under cultivation, which 
would have the advantage of railway com- 
munication and in turn would give the 
line a local traffic that would make it a 
paying concern without reference to the 
ovarland travel which will eventually find 
its way over it to Victoria. 



ally well known that, our esteemed morn- 
ing contemporary — in common with other 
papers in the province — is in tho habit of 
transferring the dispatches from Tlte Colo- 
nist to his own columns without stating 
the source from which they are taken. 
Our esteomed neighbor pleads not guilty 
to the charge of theft. In doing so he 
adds falsehood to dishonesty. Nearly 
every issue of the Standard is a telegra- 
phic reprint of The Colonist. It is not 
pretended that our contemporary pros- 
pers under such a terrible disadvantage. 
Anyone can see that his advertising pa- 
tronage has fallen to a low ebb; and as to 
his circulation — the carriers of The Colo- 
nist stand prepared to prove on oath that 
they circulate in Victoria city three 
copies to the Standard's one. It is true, 
as our esteemed neighbor remarks, thai; 
the cost of these telegrams is very heavy. 
In faot, we may say that the cost is so en- 
ormous that the Standard cannot afford 
to acquire them — excopt through tho 
medium of a pair of scissors. A week's 
dispatches would swallow up its entire 
revenue for a year. But this fact does 
not excuse or palliate tho constant theft 
of dispatches for which at least one-third 
of the large revenue of The Colonist is re- 
quired to pay. Our contemporaries are 
welcome to the dispatches after we have 
made use of them; but we strongly object 
to their being republished without credit. 
There is uo legislative enactment to meet 
tho case; but there is a moral law that 
even the Standard will find cannot be dis- 
regarded with impunity. As the law 
stands the Standard is the only daily 
paper in the world that tlues not receive 
telegraphic dispatches lu barbarous 
Turkey, and in China; on the steppes of 
Russia, and in the backwoods of America, 
wherever there is a daily paper published, 
news telegrams are received. Hut it has 
remained for intelligent, progressive and 
enterprising Victoria to push under the 
eyes of immigrants and tourists a nonde- 
script publication called the Standard 
which does not receive telegrams except 
over the Scissors Line.

From Side to Side in Five 
Days and Ten Hours. 

San Francisco, April 9. — The Chroni- 
cle has unearthed a bad piece of business 
on the part of M. Merrill, doputy city 
and county assessor, and J. H. Dicken- 
son, a lawyer, who formerly lived in Ore- 
gon. It lias been the custom of Chinese 
firms to hand into tho assessor's office a 
statement of their property and it is said 
to their credit that they aro almost uni- 
formly honest respecting the matter. In- 
stead of accepting the statements, howovor, 
Merrill has usually doubted the figures 
and so notified the Chinese and by a singu- 
lar coincidence the lawyor Dickenson al- 
ways calls on the Chinese a few hours af- 
ter the notification of their assessment 
and offers, for a consideration of course, to 
have the figures cut down to the original 
statement. He then goes to Merrill and 
easily secures the reduction. It is charged 
that Merrill has been playing this game 
successfully for a long time and that they 
have fleeced unsuspecting Mongols out of 
thousands of dollars in fees. The expos- 
ure is brought about through Ah Joe, an 
intelligent Chinaman, owner of a cigar 
factory. 

The schedule for the fast mail train is 
now complete and on the 15th fast mail 
trains will bo running between Ogden and 
this city.

in. and will arrive at 8:10 a. in. on tho 
second day. By arriving this much earlier 
it will enable carriers to get tho New York 
mail and deliver it forty-eight hours earli- 
er than formerly.

At Ogden mails will be put 
on tho Central Pacific road and in thirty- 
six hours will he landed at the postoffice 
in this city, making the trip in 130 hours, 
or live days and ten flours from side to 
side of the continent.

In the cabinet were found wigs, 
boards, silk robes, bead-drosses, mosquito 
netting, which ho bad used for lace, shawls, 
ribbons, spirit, jewelery, satin slippers and 
other paraphernalia enough to set up a 
tirst-class spiritualist in the business. Sev- 
eral of the audience who had previously 
recognized departed friends admitted that 
they had been duped, and thanked the 
newspaper men for the benefit rendered the 
community. Hazard said that he saw the 
face of his daughter gradually change into 
that of Gordon, and claimed that the spirit 
had taken possession of the medium . He 
could explain the clothing, however, which 
Gordon said the spirits had brought up 
from the store below.

Sir, — I respectfully ask. through you. to 
be permitted to direct the attention of the 
government to a proposition recently dis- 
cussed, and to all appearances seriously en- 
tertained, by tho municipal council of this 
city, namely: the erection of an agricultur- 
al hall in the pu'dio park around Beacon 
Hill. 

The city council acts, or professes to act, 
under authorization from the local govern- 
ment, by whom, holding tho property in 
trust only, the general regulation of the 
public grounds for police and conservative 
purposes has been to them entrusted. 

The government, however, holding the 
proporty in trust only, cannot convey to 
others a right which they themselves, under 
the organization of the former colony of 
Vancouver Island, have never possessed, 
tho right, that is, to alienate any portion of 
the lands originally deeded by the Hudson 
Bay Company (in about 1851) to the gov- 
ernment of Vancouver Island (then in its 
incipiencyj for special purposes Indicated 
in the trust deeds. One of those donations 
was the church reserve, for ecclesiastical 
purposes only, in connection with the 
Church of England. An ithor, the school 
reserve ill Victoria. The third, the portion 
of land surrounding Beacon Hill in perpet- 
uity as u public park only, and a ground of 
recreation for the citizens of Victoria— for a 
promenade-ground, us an occasional race 
course, as an arena for cricket playing and 
other athletic sports not inconsistent with 
the general intention of the deed of trust. 

The deeds of trust so conveyed to the 
colonial government were formally eouilnn- 
ed, in council, by tho governor of the per- 
iod ithe late Sii James Douglas' and his 
advisers. The attempt to infringe upon the 
church reserve was made many years ago. 
and after legal trial the decision was in 
fuvor of the grant as originally made. A 
similar intrusion upon the public park is 
now attempted -ami if presisted in will, 
.when tested, he found to be alike illegal. 

1 ask reference to the Hon. Itoderiek 
Finlayson of Victoria, a iu<-mhi-r of tli< 
council at the tinio the grants were made, 
to.l. D. Feinberton, Ksij., formerly survey- 
or general of the colony: to B. W. 1'earse, 
Esq., deputy surveyor general; to the Hon. 
3. S. Hehnckeii, formerly speaker of 
the house of assembly; and to Joseph W. 
McKay, Esq., a member at that time of tho 
colonial assembly. 

Personally, as the oldest resident of the 
province, and one of the oldoKl inhabitants 
of Victoria, and indeed, as being a share- 
holder of the Hudson's Bay Company at the 
time, and therefore, one of the original 
donors, I protest against the alienation of 
any portion of the reserves presented to the 
city as above rioted for the purposes other 
than those stipulated in the deeds of trust. 

At the same time 1 desire to witness the 
advancement of the objects of the agricul- 
tural society and would willingly promote 
them in a right direction. 1 suggest tin' 
purchase of a plot of land now in the market 
adjacent to the public park for the purposes 
of the society— possibly with governmental 
assisstan'ce. This might be found eventual- 
ly to prove of more real value than the pos- 
session of a portion of the public park, 
which they could only obtain by offending 
many well-wishers, anil to which they never 
could establish a legal right.

Interesting Trial in an English 
. Court— A Wife's Suit Against 
Her Husband. 

(London Standard) 
Mrs. Goorgiana Woldon appeared in 
person in support of her motion against 
an ordor made by Mr. J ustico Mathew at 
Chambers, affirming an order made by 
Master Franco staying an action which she 
had brought against her husband, Mr. 
Henry William Woldon, for slander. Mr. 
Wood Hill appeared on behalf of Mr. 
Woldon. Mrs. Woldon began by reading 
her statement of claim in tho action, in 
which she alleged that tho defendant (her 
husband) had at divers times uttered 
words slanderous to liL-r. First those: 
"Mrs. Weldon is tho best, purest, chast- 
est woman alive; but she is hopelessly in- 
sane in consequence of quarrels in her 
family." Secondly — "Mrs. Weldon, 
against my will, introduced into my house 
a pack of dirty children, which she cruelly 
ill-treated, and she has driven me out of 
my house by their screaming ar.d crying." 
Thirdly — "I am glad to see that in spite 
of her immoral conduct all her friends 
have not deserted her." And again: 
"tleorgina is a hopeless lunatic!', Mrs. 
Woldon then wont on to say that Master 
France had hold that under the act of 
1882 shu could not maintain the action 
again her husband as sho did not allege 
special damage, and on which she asked 
leavo to amend her statement of claim, 
on the ground that her husband had de- 
serted her for three years and had de- 
prived her of her property. The barris- 
ter who was against her when she made 
this application laughed at her outright, 
just as if ho was at a theatre (laughter), 
and so did a number of clerks then pre- 
sent, although in her opinion it was no 
laughing matter that a husband should 
desert his wife and rob her of tho pro- 
perty sho had brought to him. He bad 
deprived hor of an income of £500 a year 
and her house, and it was to be said that 
because of some informality she could not 
bring her case into court. 

The Lord Chief Justice said ho must 
remind Mrs. Woldon there was a differ- 
ence between written and spoken words. 

Mrs. Woldon said she knew that; but 
sho was told that under the new rules she 
could not put libel in hor statement of 
chum . 

The Lord Chief Justice — But this is not 
legal slander. 

Mrs. Woldon — Not legal Blander to say 
that a woman is H hopeless lunatic I 1 have 
seen it so laid down in u book. Then ho 
says, "Mrs. Woldon is a dangerous luna- 
tic," and so 1 am to any one who annoys 
i no. (Laughter.) "I would give anyone 
£1,000 who will help me to catch her to- 
night mind, it must be done to-night." 
But I have the written statement of Mr. 
Weldon, which he signed to an order of 
Sir Henry de Bathe to commit mo to a lu 
untie asylum and although by law tho per- 
son signing it must have seen the alleged 
lunatic within twelve hours, Mr. Weldon 
when he signed the certificate had not 
seen me for'three years In answer to the 
question, put in the form required, Mr. 
Weldon said these things: "What is her 
religious persuasion 1 Answer —"So far 
as I know Church of England " (Laugh 
tor.) "What her rosiduncef" A. — "Tavis 
tock house, Tavistock square." "What 
age?" A.-— "About 40." "When did she 
have hor first attack?" A. — "Twelve months 
since." "What was the cause?" A. 
"Hereditary insanity" — that is not true. 
"Is tho insanity suicidal ?" A. "Doubt- 
tul." (Laughter.) 

The Lend Chief Justice-- Who appeared 
on tho other side ) 

Mrs. Woldon— Two or three barristers. 
(Laughter. ) 

Mr. Wood Hill— And I am one of them 
my lord. (Great laughter.) 

Mrs. Woldon -Yes, and Mr. Wood Hill 
says that this action is not maintainable hi 
tort, as it has no relation to property; but 
I say that a woman's reputation is her pro- 
perty. 

The Lord Chief Justice — I am afraid 
that we can not construct the act in the 
sense you would wish— -it doest not relate 
to character. 1 daresay, Mrs. Weldon, you 
have read Shakespeare i 

Mrs. Woldon- — I have and I have gut 
it here. I will read the passage. 

Who stc.iln my purse steals tr.ish; 'tis somthing, 
nothing; 

Twas mine, 'tin sis, and has beon Blavo tu ihot] 
lands. 

Hut la- that 1'drlies from roc my i,'0"d name 
Hobs me nf that which not enriches him, 
Itilt makes me poor indeed. 

The Lord Chief Justice Yos "that 
not enriches him. " 

Mrs. Weldon — Yes! Ho took away my 
money and my house, which have made 
him very rich. I only wish I could get 
rich so easily. (Laughter.) . 

Tho Lord Chief Justice hero reminded 
Mrs. Weldon of tho provision of the act 
of 1882, declaring that, except as iff ore - 
said, "no husband or wife was entitled tu 
sue one another in tort." 

Mrs Weldon — It would bo a very good 
thing if all the women in England knew 
that. (Laughter.) Then I cannot catch 
him in any way. (tirea' laughter.) 

The Lord Chief Justice — Certainly not 
in this way. (Renewed laughter.) 

Mrs. Weldon So that a husband can 
libel his wife, fir do anything he likes. It 
is a very good thing that we are not told 
his before wo get married, or eise the 
man would bo very badly off. (Great 
laughter. ) 

The Lord Chief J ustico- - Your appeal 
is dismissed. 

Mrs. Weldon — Very well; I don't see 
that the married woman's property yet is 
of much good. (Laughter) 

Mr. Wood Hill — 1 suppose my lord, tho 
appeal is dismissed with costs. 

Tho Lord Chief Justice — Yes. 

Mrs. Weldon then retired.

TIIK GREAT GUN. 

tl'Iie Latest Great American 
Navy Destroyer. . 

(New York Sun.) 
A machine that looked like a 40 fout brass 
pipe mounted ou a utt'el girder such as lie 
ou the elevated railroad pillars, rested ill 
the centre of the machine shop of the 
Delamater Iron Works yesterday, The 
machine is the barrel and carriage of the 
new four-inch dynamite pneumatic gun, 
which, when completed, is expected to sink, 
on occasion, the largest man-of-war atloat 
and annihilate its crew. The gun is con- 
structed of brass and steel, fitted in the 
moat accurate manner at the joints, and 
capable of sustaining a pressure of 1,0(11) 
pounds to the square inch. It weighs about 
~ a ton, and may be carried by a small gun- 
boat. 

The projectile is nothing more nor less 
than a dynamite cartridge encased in soft 
metal within a shell of brass and fitted with 
it wooden tail. It weighs about 100 pounds. 

The soft metal tilling protects the dyna- 
mite from ordinary accidents, lint when 
the projectile, living at speed, strikes, head 
on, against a resisting surface, a bard metal 
pin embedded in the soft metal and not 
touching the dynamite is forced into the 
fulminate at tin head of tin- cartridge and 
discharges the dynamite. 

In order that wind currents may not in- 
terfere in the precision of the tiring, the 
center of gravity is at X, near the forward 
rial of the projectile. '1'he wooilen tail acts

The gun is constructed with a powerful 
air chamber capable of storing an immense 
force of compressed air. The gunner sights 
with telescope sights with hair lines, and 
i with the pressure of a linger discharges the 
compressed air into the barrel, and starts 
the prejectile on its flight.

'length of the tube is required to economize 
all the force of tin- air, which is less rapid 
in lM action than gnn-powdoi . 

•This gun. said Mr. Hinsdale, who is 
superintending the construction, "will 
throw the cartridge three miles with a pre- 
cision never attained with gunpowder. An 
ordinary projectile loses power with each 
yard it travels from the gun. This cart- 
ridge arrives ready for business, no matter 
how far it goes."

BY-LAW 

TO RECULATE THE REMOVAL OF 
BUILDINGS. 

WHEREAS IT 15 EXPEDIENT TO PROVIDE 
for the regulation of the removal of Build- 
ings within the, City of Victoria. 

Therefore the Muulci i Council of the City of 
Victoria enacts as follow : — 

1. No person shall remove, or cause or permit to 
be removed, any building into, along or aeroas any 
street without having first obtained permission of 
the Mayor and Council. 

2. All applications for permission to remove any 
building or buildings into, along or across any Btrset 
shall be made in writing to the Mayor and Council, 
and shall describe the building and state its loca- 
tion, the place to which the building is to be remov- 
ed and thii streets required to be used in removing 
such building. 

3. The applicant for Mich permission shall obtain 
from the City Surveyoi " valuation of the building 
he desires to remove ami shall enclose such valua- 
tion with his application. All applications for the 
removal of any building shall be accompanied by a 
tee of ?. r i and shall state the number of days required 
for such removal, 

■L No permission shall be given to remove any 
building into, along or across any street unless such 
building as aforesaid shall have been valued by the 
City Surveyor as being worth at least one hundred 
dollars, when it is necessary to have the building 
valued. 

G. Any person removing any building shall dili- 
gently, and with all practicable speed, remove the 
same on, along am! across the streets ami to the 
place when; permission has been granted, and biiall, 
while such building is being removed, place a beat on 
light ou the front of such building and a beacon liirht 
on the back thereof, and shall continuously kt ep 
such beacon lights burning from sunset to sunrise. 

tl. Any person violating any of the provisions of sec- 
lions one and live of this bylaw shall on conviction 
before the Police Magistrate or other Justice of the 
i'eaee of the City of Victoria be liable to a penalty 
not exceeding twenty-five dollars for each violation 
thereof together with the costs of conviction and in 
default of payment of any such fine together with the 
costs of conviction it shall be lawful for the Police 
Magistrate or other Justice of the Peace convicting as 
aforesaid to issue his or their warrant to levi the 



offender's goods and chattels, and ill ease no sulllcl 
ent distress to satisfy the amount bi tine and costs 
shall be found, it shall be lawful for the Police Magis- 
trate or Justice ot the Peace as aforesaid to commit 
the offender to the common gaol lor any period not 
exceeding one month.
